THE DRILLING 


is done by the Burley drill, the diam ond drill, 
and w hen- neither can lie used, by th e ordi 
nary baud drill. 
To those who have never 
seen either of these patent drills we may say 
th at the ‘‘bit” of the diam ond drill looks very- 
iuuch like a thickened gaa-pqie, on the edge 
of which ait' set at intervals six or seven tittie 
black point*, which on inquiry lie learns to be 
diam onds. 
These diamonds ure usually worth 
about HO a carat, ami are generally about a 
carat in weight, though some reach as high 
as two carats. 
They last in the rough work 
ut Mullet'* Point about u month, though the 
theory is that the diam onds do not wear out 
a t ail. 
The machinery on which this “ bit" is 
m ounted for action is elaborate, and requires 
grout care to lie kept in order, though here 
again practice sets theory ut defiance. 
The 
Diam ond Drill Company assert that their m a­ 
chinery never gets out of order, and tout their 
diam onds never wear out. 
Tho w riter was 
shown the driving machinery of tile diamond 
drill completely broken down, aud the cogs 
broken otT the wheels, while the diam onds in 
one of the bits were worn perfectly sm ooth.— 
The diam ond drill is driven by steam or com­ 
pressed a ir-th e latter is used at Ifallet’s Point. 
The hollow cylinder in which tho diamond* are 
set revolves, and tho diamonds cut a circular 
sw ath In the stone. 
A Core of solid stone is 
taken from the bit itself sim ilar to the cylinder 
of cheese taken from the ordinary straight 
auger.

THE BLASTING 
is done almost wholly by nitro-glycerine, 
though gunpowder is occasionally used. 
But 
two fatal accidents have occurred since the 
beginning of the work, anil the Sujierintentl* 
tnt did not hesitate to say that in liotli cases 
the men ami not the explosive compound was 
to blame. 
The men now employed uihhi the 
work are about one hundred and twelve; it 
varies from this up to one hundred and twen­ 
ty-live.
